Production of the ist Amstrad Spectrum, 
to be called the "Spectrum Plus Two" is now 
under way, and is expected to be on the

Prior to Clives* Amstrad sell out, Timex 
obtained, as payment for Sinclair 


manufacturing debts rights to additional 
world markets. Timex of Portugal will now 
supply Sinclair micros to Poland and Mexico. 
A #50 million agreement was reached with a 
Polish firm to supply 800,000 2068’s, and 
200,000 twin 3" FDDs to the eastern bloc 
countries. 

_In Mexico they plan to market the 1500, 
and a new 
version of the 2040. The first shipment of 
10,000 units will be this summer 


The 1500’s will be black with a silver 
keyboard. The 2048 is the 2068 without the 
cartridge dock. The 2080 is a Seikosha 
GP-1000 printer. 


The new 2040 is a 5", 40 column plain 
Paper dot matrix printer (the Seikosha 
GP-S0S). This little printer, which comes 
with its own interface, has been on sale in 
the UK for some time now. It will work with 
any of the ZX, Spectrum, 2068 series. 


After having a demo of the Portugese ROM, 
the Polish ROM should be very interesting!!! 


If this takes off and expands into the 
other eastern European countries, and 
central america, just think of the 
possibilities for Cleveland, a city with 


just about every nationality group there is.

There are various reports given, if in error. A report 
code of "2" means either that line 18 has been omitted or that 
one of the "flash words” is not enclosed by parenthesis. 

A report code of "B" means that you are trying to enter an empty 
string, or the length of the message in AS is <32 characters 
long or the length of a flash word is »>25 characters long. 

Keep in mind, each “flash word™ must be enclosed by par- 
enthesis and with any two flash words, the first character in 
each flash word (example 1) must be separated by >=32 characters.

Hello, everybody. This will hopefully become your 
onthly QL column. Now don't go screaming that it will be 
eking up at least '/2 page in your RANTOP, and there are 
nly about § QL users! Bryan Lewis and my father and I 

(who are writing this), Gene Wilson, and Kelly (who's last 
rage I don't know), gay be the only QL users, but this 
column isn’t going to be wasting space. It will have 
articles, programs, hints, and tips for the few who do 
have a @L, and say be able to help other people decide 
whether {to buy one. Enough explaining. Let's start with a 
review 
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On opening the big black and white box and removing 
the styrofoam, you see the QL, the TV cord, the LAN cord, 
the power cord, 2 rubber feet for the QL to stand on, 2 
eicrodrive cartridge wallets and a four-ring binder with a 
wanual inside. I got ay QL from Brice Rd. Pharmacy, along 
with some other things which I’ll review in later months. 
{It was a birthday present, and my father won’t tell me 
the price. But you can ask hip.) 


The QL has two eicrodrives, a professional style 
QWERTY keyboard, five function keys, a yellow power light, 
two red amicrodrive lights, and four oddly positioned 
cursor keys. The keyboard is somewhat different from the 
2068 keyboard as the QL has real, if nonstandard, keys 
(not chicklet or sembrane, but not typewriter either). It 
also has a CTRL, an ALT, an ESC, a CAPS LOCK, a ‘backwards 
L' shaped ENTER, no keywords, and no SYMBOL SHIFT. All of 
the cables come out of the back, as well as the ROM 
cartridge port. The microdrives are built onto the right 
side of the keyboard, and you can add up to six extra 
aicrodrives right next to the built-in ones. There's an 
expansion bank at the left hand side of the keyboard. 
There's no on/off switch, but there is a reset button next 
to the extra aicrodrive port. The power cord has an 
unusual 3-prong plug, and instead of the transformer being 
attached to the plug, it’s in the middle of the cord. 
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When first plugging in the QL, you see a lot of 
garbage on the screen. The screen clears for a few 
seconds, then you're confronted with the copyright, and 
the choice of pressing Fl for RGB monitor, or F2 for TV 
display. Monitor display is bigger than TV display, having 
more pixels across the screen, so software written for a 
wonitor gets truncated in TV gode. 


After pressing Flor F2, if there's a cartridge in 
nicrodrive |, and if there’s a program on that tape called 
BOOT, then it will automatically be loaded and run. 
Otherwise, you will be put into the BASIC editor. 
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SuperBASIC is QL BASIC. It is very similar to 2068 
BASIC, but with sore commands and no single-touch 
keywords. Also, SuperBASIC doesn’t need a LET (i.e. on the 
QL, a$="hi" is the same as LET a$="hi"). 


Another difference that I think you should know about 
is ‘coercion’. Coercion is the means by which the computer 
automatically converts a string into a number, or a number 
into a string, so VAL and STR$ aren't needed. Here is an 
example: if b$="1" and c$="2", then a$=b$+c$ does not con- 
catenate the strings, but produces the result of a$="3". 
Concatenation requires the use of an agpersand (&) instead 
of a plus sign (+), whereby a$=b$&c$="12". 


SuperBASIC is sort of a mixture of BASIC and LOGO. It 
has procedures, local variables, repeat loops, and turtle 
graphics commands. But it also has ON..x..6070, 
ON..x..G0SUB, IF..THEN. ELSE, FOR..10..STEP..NEXT, etc. 


Compared to the 2068, the QL also has a lot of very 
good and very quick screen operations. These display 
functions, along with such topics as the QL printer and 
the QL's bundled software, will be reviewed in future 
coluans.

With the purchase of 
the AERCO disk systes, I have been very busy converting all 38 
tapes in my library to disc. Whew! J now have about 35 discs 
with stuff on thea. Most of you readers probably know by now 
that I as one to tear apart everything I can get sy hands on. 
This $425 disc system is no exception! I aa not going to wite 
a review on it, because others have and I's sure you've read one 
SoReWHEr es. 


The first thing I did after converting all of ay files was 
to explore the 7-D08 (Disc Operating Systea) on the interface 
board to see what was happening on that PC board on the back of 
wy 2868. 1 found that AERCD has done some FANCY stuff with the 
seaory in ROK. 


As you know, the Timex ROM is 16K. Bell, AERCO fas added 
another o4K of RAK to the interface board. This seans that the 
user has 112K of RAM to use. It is divided up into 8 chunks of 
& each. In order to insert the O06 into the TS system, they 
switched in BK of RAR at the bottos of seaary (locations 
€-8192). They just copied the ROM into that RAM, and put their 
aodifications there. If you have the AEROD system and HOTZ or 
some similiar disasseabler, you can very easily tell what they 
have done. But, it doesn't stop there. Since the bottom BK of 
ROK is now RAK, you can go in and wake your own sodi fications! 
l have sade some rad sods to sine. For instance, I have 
completely re-defined the keyword table, changing PAUSE to WAIT. 
Alec, tescaer the pause wen deleting characters im a prograx 
line? Hell, I've taken the pause out and now I have sose 
super-fast delete key! But alas, only the first O&K is 
alterable. Read on as to why- 


The second BK is norgally RON. But, again, AEROO has 
sodified the systea to automatically switch in Z-DGS there. 
This is actually a replacesent for the original syntax checker, 
as far as I can tell. If the command entered is not one of the 
DOS commands (CAT, FORMAT, ERASE, or MOVE), then control is 
returned to the requiar TS ROR.

Soon, 
things began to get boring, so I decided to start progamming the 
odes, You say have heard of 1S Tinyboard, a BBS systea for the 
2858 anodes. I took te basic ideas, completely re-wote the 1/0 
drivers to suit ay needs, and proceeded to wite a BES of ay 
own!

If you've used TASWORD 2, you're well on your way to using 
TASWORD 3. It has all of the features of the original with a 
fuaber of new ones. My favorite is the relocatable margins. 
Other improvements include tabs, block delete, replace, and 
copy commands, and a nifty auto insert mode. The program also 
has six on screen help menus. A brief summary of each command 
is quickly available. 

Text files are saved in a more compact manner with no 
extra Spaces padding out a line, but lines can be up to 128 
characters long. Cursor moveaent is auch more rapid than with 
Tasword 2. There is a type ahead buffer that you'll have 
difficulty overrunning. Thirty-two printer control characters 
are available. Printing files is a breeze with a number of
